C O N G R E SSIO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


T h e S e n a te . 
Washington, January 
llth .—In the 
Senate Saulsbttry presented a joint resolu­ 
tion declaring that no further effort can be 
properly made by the United States to 
obtain the co-operation of the European 
Governments in establishing a common 
ratio of values between silver and gold as 
money. Laid on the table. 
Hoar offered a resolution requesting the 
President to transm it to Congress the re- 
purt of the I’acitic Railroad Commission. 
Adopted. 
The resolution offered by Hale, on the 
12th of December, for a select committee to 
examine fully into the present condition 
of the civil service was taken up, and Hale 
addressed the Senate in explanation and 
advocacy of it. 
He declared that his ob­ 
ject in offering it was to secure an investiga­ 
tion with the sincere purpose of bringing be­ 
fore Congress the present actual condition 
of the civil service of the country, and also 
the performances of certain high and low 
officials of the Government. 
At (he com­ 
mencement of Lincoln’s administration the 
public officers were tilled with the adher­ 
ents of that party which was the ex­ 
ponent of 
the doctrine 
that to the 
victors belong the spoils. 
Under that ad­ 
ministration the chief test of fitness was 
loyalty. Not a few ol those then appointed 
bad within the last three years been turned 
out on the cold charities of the world to 
make places for men who never had any 
sym pathy with the principles of which 
Lincoln had stood as the great representa­ 
tive. General Grant and President Hayes 
had, during their administrations, recog­ 
nized the growing sentiment of the country 
in favor of civil service reform, and had 
endeavored to 
conform 
their appoint­ 
ments to the reasonable demand of that 
agitation. 
The Forty-seventh Congress 
(Republican) had enacted a civil service 
statute, and President A rthur had with 
good faith appointed Civil Service Com­ 
missioners and gave support and encour­ 
agement to them, but he was content to 
toil in a quiet way. 
If he (Hale) were to 
make any contrast between President Ar­ 
thur's course on that subject and tiie course 
which has since been pursued, it would be 
simply to call attention to the fact that 
President A rthur made no proclamations, 
no promises, no pledges, but contented 
him self with carrying out the law according 
to its purpose and spirit. Both the great 
parties in 18S4 declared themselves in their 
platforms in favor of civil service reform, 
but as the campaign progressed it was seen 
that a considerable body of men who had 
before that uttiliated with the Republican 
party had determined to oppose its candi­ 
date, and it soon becameclear that not only 
was that body of men bent on opposing the 
Republican candidate but was 
looking 
about for reasons to support his opponent. 
Governor Cleveland, thé candidate of- the 
Democratic party, had not failed to observe 
this, and he accordingly professed adher­ 
ence to the civil service principles in his 
letter of acceptance. Cleveland’s declara­ 
tions in that respect had their effect. In 
the close States they had influence enough 
on the voters to be decisive of (he result, 
and Cleveland was elected President. 
Mr. Hale quoted from an interview with 
Mr. Cleveland published in Boston in 1885, 
in which Cleveland is represented as say­ 
ing : “ I have tried to be true to my own 
pledges and the pledges of my party. We 
both promised to divoice the offices of the 
country front being used for party serv­ 
ices.” 
There they had, as clearly as words 
could give them, the pledges of the civil 
service 
reformers. 
T hat 
Administra­ 
tion 
had 
been 
elected — as 
G. 
W. 
Curtis 
and 
others 
frequently 
as­ 
serted— on 
the 
strength 
of" 
such 
pledges. H e (Hale) had never believed in 
the sincerity of the uledges, because if the 
Democratic party believed in any one thing 
more than in another, it was tlie doctrine 
that ” to the victors belong the spoils.’’ He 
had before him a table showing the sweep­ 
ing changes in all the departments of the 
Government up to the llth of June, 1887. 
T hat table showTed that out of 2,370 Pres­ 
idential Postmasters there had been 2,000 
changes; out of 52,009 fourth class Post­ 
masters there had been 40,000 changes; 
out of 33 foreign Ministers 32 changes ; out 
of 21 Secretaries of Legations 10 changes; 
out of 111 Collectors of 
Customs 100 
changes. The 32 Surveyors of Customs 
were oil changed. Not one of the six 
Naval Officers remained. Out of 32 Ap­ 
praisers but two remained ; of 13 Superin­ 
tendents of Mints and Assay Offices there 
had been 11 changes; the nine Assistant 
Appraisers were all gone; 
of the 85 Col­ 
lectors of Internal Revenue 84 have gone; 
of the 11 Inspectors of Steam Vessels eight 
were gone; of the 70 District Attorneys (a 
semi-judicial office) 22 were chanced ; of 
the Territorial Governors all were gone ; of 
the 18 Pension Agents but two remained. 
Every one out of the It! Surveyor-Generals 
was gone; of the 224 local Land Appraisers 
100 were g°ne; of the 10 Indian Inspectors 
and Special Agents but one remained ; of 
the 50 Indian Agents but eight, and of the 
83 Agents of the General Land Office but 
four. 
The best comment that he (Hale) could 
make on (he table referred to was to quote 
the editorial headings of a leading Demo­ 
cratic newspaper, when it exultingly pub­ 
lished that list. These headings were ; 
’• The Civil Service— Practical Exclusion of 
Republicans front Employment Under the 
National Government—Only a Small Class 
of Public Servants Protected by the Pen­ 
dleton Acts—Changes Effected W ith as 
Little Derangement of Business ns Possi­ 
ble—The Spoilsmen Not Satisfied.” 
Hale said he hoped to have in a few days 
a further table showing how this conquer­ 
ing march of the Democratic party in pur­ 
suit of office had continued down to the 
beginning of the year. This showing was 
amazing. The country did not appreciate 
that under the banner of “ Reform,” with 
its watchword written on every fold of the 
Administration banner, this mthless pro­ 
scription and these removals and changes 
in office jtad been going on at a rate unex­ 
ampled in any other adm inistration in 
American history. 
In closing, Hale intim ated that the Gov­ 
ernm ent employes were being assessed for 
political purposes, and remarked that the 
means and appliances and practices of the 
Democratic party of the past would all be 
resorted to in its attem pt to retain its hold 
on the National Government. Intim ida­ 
tion, outrage, and murder, if needed, would 
open again the bloody grave in which 
would be entombed anew the free ballot of 
the South. The immense mass of office­ 
holders would be marshaled to the comiict 
and wculd be seen and heard and felt 
everywhere. 
Nor would it stop there. 
Every piece of work performed by con­ 
tract for the Government would be "levied 
upon for political contributions, and every 
man who did work under such contracts 
would be called upon to add his vote to 
his labor for the wages he received. No 
Government building would be erected 
whose workshop would not be made a 
recruiting 
place 
for 
the 
Democratic 
party. 
No 
war-ship 
would 
be 
built 
from whose ship-yard would not issue 
on 
election 
day 
streams 
of 
Demo­ 
cratic 
voters. 
There was 
no device, 
no plan of campaign ever resorted to by 
the Democratic party in the days ot Polk, 
Pierce and Buchanan which would not be 
resorted to this year. The thing which 
has been is the thing which will be, and 
there will be found no new thing under 
the sun. In the meantime where were the 
Independents? 
Mr. Butler sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read a circular sent out in 1S78 by au­ 
thority of the Republican Congressional 
Committee, of which Hale was a member, 
calling on Government employes lor polit­ 
ical contributions. 
Hale justified the circular, and said that 
it directly and explicitly excluded the idea 
of extorting contributions. 
The Blair educational bill was then taken 
up. and Coke spoke in opposition to it. 
Adjourned. 
T h e H o u se . 
W ashington, January 
llth .— Shortly 


after assembling this morning the House 
went into a Committee of the Whole upon 
the state of the Union, for consideration of 
the President's message. Mills offered a 
resolution, referring the message to the 
Committee on Ways and Means. The res­ 
olution was agreed to. The House then 
went into Committee of the W hole on the 
little deficiency bill.” 
A long debate ensued, and during its 
progress the question as to where the re­ 
sponsibility for the defeat of the deficiency 
bill at the la3t session rested was fully dis­ 
cussed. The custom of holding back ap­ 
propriation bills also received considerable 
attention. 
On motion of Burns, an amendment was 
adopted appropriating $100,000 fur the pay­ 
m ent of judgm ent and awards against the 
United States on 
account of damages 
caused by reason of the improvement of 
Fox and Wisconsin rivets. 
The committee then rose, the bill was 
passed and the House adjourned. 


G A R R U L O U S F R A N K S . 


T h e C a lifo r n ia U . S. M a r sh a l T h a w * O u t

W a s h in g t o n , January 
llth .—Marshal 
Franks has not yet received, he says, his 
warrant for the arrest of Benson, who has 
been in prison in Copenhagen overa month. 
At the State Department, Third Assistant 
Secretary Moore told your correspondent 
to-day that the warrant for the suirender 
of Benson to Franks had been made out 
and sent to the Department of Justice. 
The Marshal says he was instructed to 
keep the obj-jct of his mission here a pro­ 
found secret. H e registered under an as­ 
sumed name at W illard’s, and then fell 
into the hands of California acquaintances, 
to whom he confidentially confided the 
purpose of his visit. 
His confidence was 
betrayed, and to night he is bitterly la­ 
menting his indiscretion. 
The only reason Franks assigned for de­ 
siring to keep his mission secret is that he 
was instructed by the Department of Jus­ 
tice to say nothing of his movements. 
He 
has therefore disobeyed the orders ot his 
superior, and his garrulity' may lead to se­ 
rious consequences. 


HOW BESSON WAS CAUGHT. 
Several weeks ago, in the dispatches 
from W ashington, was published a report 
of the arrest of an American named Ben­ 
son in Copenhagen, by English detectives 
who were on the trail of an English fugi­ 
tive from justice. The man was traveling 
under an assumed name, as was learned by 
the officers who took him into custody, and 
he was held by the Danish authorities as a 
suspicious character who might be wanted 
in the United States. His real name was 
ascertained to be Benson, and then, the 
story is, the officers ot the Nevada Bank, 
who suffered to the tune of over $300,000 
by Benson’s surveying operations, and who 
afterwards lost the $30,000 bail that Benson 
forfeited when he rati away, instructed 
their London agents to keep a watch on 
his movements, and through their vigi­ 
lance he was captured. 
The State Departm ent officials say that 
all the information in their possession is 
that the United States Minister at Copen­ 
hagen cabled to W ashington after Benson’s 
arrest to know if lie was wanted upon any 
charge. 
This cablegram was referred to 
the Department of Justice, together with 
the information that no extradition treaty 
existed between Denmark and the United 
States upon which he could be compelled 
to return to America. 
Attorney-General 
Garland replied that Benson was wanted 
badly in San Francisco, and the State De­ 
partment, through our Minister at Copen­ 
hagen, was requested to ask the Dauish 
Government if—asa m atter of courtesy— 
Benson would be detained and surrendered 
to a duly accredited officer of the United 
States. The Danish Government decided 
to comply with this request. The Depart­ 
m ent of Justice notified the United States 
Court officials in San Francisco. Marshal 
Franks secured the necessary papers, and 
under the indorsement of the Department 
came to W ashington. 
He called upon 
Senator Hearst last evening and told the 
object of his mission. 


TOO MUCH CIIIN MUSIC. 
Serious trouble may yet be caused by his 
prem ature revelations, and to-day Franks 
realizes that as there is no extradition be­ 
tween Denmark and the United States, and 
as Benson’s surrender by the 
Danish 
authorities is purely an act of courtesy, 
when the Marshal reaches New York with 
his prisoner, some of Benson’s friends may 
think it worth while to sue out a writ of 
habeas corpus in New York, or the Eastern 
port at which the culprit may arrive, and 
if Benson is not set tree he may secure a 
long delay before being taken to San Fran­ 
cisco for trial. 
It is possible he may decide not to take 
advantage of any legal technicalities and 
go home directly and stand a trial. To 
most Californians, a term in San (¿uentin 
would be preferable to exile in Denmark, 
but Marshal Franks’ loquacity has given 
Benson’s friends a chance to make a fight 
lor him that could have been avoided had 
the Marshal held his tongue. 
Franks ex­ 
pects to sail for Liverpool next Saturday. 


IN F O R M A T IO N W A N T E D . 


T h e R e so lu tio n C o n c e rn in g th e L a te R a t- 
t le -F la g S c a n d a l. 


W a s h in g t o n , January llth .—It is under­ 
stood the House Committee on Military 
Affairs was ready to report to-day the reso­ 
lution of Representative Boutelie of Maine 
calling upon the Secretary of W ar for in ­ 
formation with reference to the proposed 
surrender of the battle-flags. Owing, how­ 
ever, to Boutelle’s temporary absence from 
the House, the report wa3 withheld. 
Boutelie said in an interview to-night 
that he understood the resolution would be 
reported favorably to morrow, without ma­ 
terial change. 
The only amendm ent of 
importance is one which makes the resolu­ 
tion include cases where the Hags of Union 
troops recaptured from the Confederates 
had been returned to regiments in the 
loyal States. This, Boutelie said, did not 
seem to him to have any bearing upon the 
return of Hags to the defunct organizations 
of the Confederacy. 
Upon being asked whether it is true that 
flags were removed from the Ordnance 
Museum before the present Administration 
come into power, Mr. Boutelie replied that 
he understood such to be the case, but a 
mere change in the location of flags was a 
poor excuse for attempting to send these 
sacred relics to the South.

T h e S e n a te . 
W a s h in g t o n , January 
11th.—In the 
Senate Saulsbury presented a joint resolu­ 
tion declaring that no further eilort can be 
properly made by the United States to 
obtain the co-operation of the European 
Governments in establishing a common 
ratio of values between silver and gold as 
money. Laid on the table. 
Hoar offered a resolution requesting ihe 
President to transm it to Congress the re­ 
port of the Pacific Railroad Commission. 
Adopted. 
The resolution offered by Hale, on the 
12th of December, for a select committee to 
examine fully into the present condition 
of the civil service was taken up, and Hale 
addressed the Senate in explanation and 
advocacy of it. 
He declared that his ob­ 
ject in offering it was to secure an investiga­ 
tion with the sincere purpose of bringing be­ 
fore Congress the present actual condition 
of the civil service of the country, and also 
the performances of certain high and low 
officials of the Government. 
At the com­ 
mencement of Lincoln s administration the 
public officers were tilled with the adher­ 
ents of that party which was the ex­ 
ponent of 
the doctrine 
that to the 
victors belong the spoils. 
Under that ad­ 
ministration the chief test of fitness was 
loyalty. Not a few ui those then appointed 
hail within the last three years been turned 
out on the cold charities of the world to 
make places for men who never had any 
sym pathy with the principles of which 
Lincoln Lad stood as the great representa­ 
tive. General Grant and President Hayes 
had, during their administrations, recog­ 
nized the growing sentim ent of the country 
in tavor of civil service reform, and had 
endeavored to 
conform 
their appoint­ 
ments to the reasonable demand of that 
agitation. 
The Forty seventh Congress 
(Republican) bad enacted a civil service 
statute, and President A rthur had with 
good faith appointed Civil Service Com­ 
missioners and gave support and encour­ 
agement to them, but he was content to 
toil in a quiet way. 
If he (Hale) were to 
make any contrast between President A r­ 
thur's course on that subject and the course 
which has since been pursued, it would be 
simply to call attention to the fact that 
President A rthur made no proclamations, 
no promises, no pledges, but contented 
himself with carrying out the law according 
to its purpose and spirit. Both the great 
parties in 1SS4 declared themselves in their 
platforms in favor of civil service reform, 
but as the campaign progressed it was seen 
that a considerable body of men who had 
before that affiliated with the Republican 
party had determined to oppose its candi­ 
date, and it soon became clear that not only 
was that body of men bent on opposing the 
Republican eandidate but was 
looking 
about for reasons to support his opponent. 
Governor Cleveland, the candidate of the 
Democratic party, had not failed to observe 
this, and he accordingly professed adher­ 
ence to the civil service principles in his 
letter of acceptance. Cleveland's declara­ 
tions in that respect had their effect. In 
the close States they had influence enough 
on the voters to be decisive of the result, 
and Cleveland was elected President. 
Mr. Hale quoted from an interview with 
Mr. Cleveland published in Boston in 1885, 
in which Cleveland is represented as say­ 
ing : “ I have tried to be true to my own 
pledges and the pledges of my party. We 
both promised to divoice the offices of the 
country from being used for party serv­ 
ices.’’ There they had, as clearly as words 
could give them, the pledges of the civil 
service 
reformers. 
That 
Administra­ 
tion 
had 
been 
elected — as 
G. 
W. 
Curtis 
and 
others 
frequently 
as­ 
serted — on 
the 
strength 
of 
such 
pledges. 
He (Hale) had never believed in 
the sincerity of the pledges, because if the 
Democratic party believed in any one thing 
m ere than in another, it was the doctrine 
that '■ to the victors belong the spoils.’’ H e 
had before him a table showing the sweep­ 
ing changes in all the departments of the 
Government up to the 11th of June, 1887. 
That table showed that out of 2,379 Pres­ 
idential Postmasters there had been 2,000 
changes; out of 52,609 fourth class Post­ 
masters there had been 40,000 changes: 
out of 33 foreign Ministers 32 changes ; out 
of 21 Secretaries of Legations 10 changes; 
out of 111 Collectors of 
Customs 100 
changes. The 32 Surveyors of Customs 
were all changed. Not one of the six 
Naval Officers remained. Out of 32 Ap­ 
praisers but two remained ; of 13 Superin­ 
tendents of Mints and Assay Offices there 
had been 11 changes; the nine Assistant 
Appraisers were all gone; of the 85 Col­ 
lectors of Internal Revenue 84 have gone; 
of the 11 Inspectors of Steam Vessels eight 
were gone; of the 70 District Attornev3 (a 
semi-judicial office) 22 were changed ; of 
the Territorial Governors all were gone ; of 
the 18 Pension Agents but two remained. 
Every one out of the 16 Burveyor-Generals 
was gone; of the 224 local Land Appraisers 
190 were gone; of the 10 Indian Inspectors 
and Special Agenis but one remained ; of 
the 59 Indian Agents but eight, and of the 
83 Agents of the General Land Office but 
four. 
The best comment that he (Hale) could 
make on the table referred to was to quote 
the editorial headings of a leading Demo­ 
cratic newspaper, when it exuitingly pub­ 
lished that list. These headings were : 
“ The Civil Service—Practical Exclusion of 
Republicans from Employment Under the 
National Government—Only a Stcall Class 
of Public Servants Protected by the Pen­ 
dleton Acts—Changes Etiected W ith as 
Little Derangement of Business as Possi­ 
ble—The Spoilsmen Not Satisfied.” 
Hale said he hoped to have in a few days 
a further table showing how this conquer­ 
ing march of the Democratic party in pur­ 
suit of office had continued down to the 
beginning of the year. This showing was 
amazing. The country did not appreciate 
that under the banner of “ Reform,” with 
its watchword written on every fold of the 
A dministration banner, this luthless pro­ 
scription and these removals and changes 
in office jtad been going on at a rate unex­ 
ampled in any other adm inistration in 
American history. 
In closing. Hale intim ated that the Gov­ 
ernm ent employes were being assessed for 
political purposes, and remarked that the 
means and appliances and practices of the 
Democratic party of the past would all be 
resorted to in its attem pt to retain its hold 
on the National Government. Intim ida­ 
tion, outrage, and murder, if needed, would 
open again the bloody grave in which 
would be entombed anew tbe free ballot of 
the South. The immense mass of office­ 
holders would be marshaled to the conflict 
and would be seen and heard and felt 
everywhere. 
Nor would it stop there. 
Every piece of work performed by con­ 
tract for the Government would be levied 
upon for political contributions, and every 
man who did work under such contracts 
would be called upon to add his vote to 
his labor for the wages he received. No 
Government building would be erected 
whose workshop would not be made a 
recruiting 
place 
for 
tbe 
Democratic 
party. 
No 
war-ship 
would 
be 
built 
from whose ship-yard would not issue 
on 
election 
day 
streams 
of 
Demo­ 
cratic 
voters. 
There was 
no device, 
no plan of campaign ever resorted to by 
the Democratic party in tbe days ot Polk, 
Fierce and Buchanan which would not be 
resorted to this year. The thing which 
has been is the thing which will be, and 
there will be found no new thing under 
the sun. In the meantim e where were the 
Independents? 
Mr. Butler sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read a circular sent out in 1S78 by au­ 
thority of the Republican Congressional 
Committee, of which Hale was a member, 
calling on Government employes for polit­ 
ical contributions. 
Hale justified the circular, and said that 
it directly and explicitly excluded the idea 
of extorting contributions. 
The Blair educational bill was then taken 
up, and Coke spoke in opposition to it.

“ little deficiency bill.” 
A long debate ensued, and during its 
progress the question as to where the re­ 
sponsibility for the defeat of the deficiency 
bill at the last session rested was fully dis­ 
cussed.

W a sh in g t o n, January 
11th.—Marshal 
Franks has not yet received, he says, his 
warrant for the arrest of Benson, who has 
been in prison in Copenhagen over a month. 
At the State Department, Third Assistant 
Secretary Moore told your correspondent 
to-day that the warrant for the suirender 
of Benson to Franks had been made out 
and sent to the Department of Justice. 
The Marshal says he was instructed to 
keep the object of bis mission here a pro­ 
found secret. H e registered under an as­ 
sumed name at W illard’s, and then fell 
into the bands of California acquaintances, 
to whom he confidentially confided the 
purpose of his visit. 
His confidence was 
betrayed, and to-night he is bitterly la­ 
menting his indiscretion. 
The only reason Franks assigned for de­ 
siring to keep his mission secret is that he 
was instructed by the Department of Ju s­ 
tice to say nothing of his movements. 
He 
has therefore disobeyed ihe orders ot his 
superior, and his garrulity may lead to se­ 
rious consequences. 


HOW BENSON WAS CAUGHT. 
Several weeks ago, in the dispatches 
from Washington, was published a report 
of the arrest of an American named Ben­ 
son iu Copenhagen, by English detectives 
who were on the trail of an English fugi­ 
tive from justice. The man was traveling 
under an assumed name, as was learned by 
the officers who took him into custody, and 
he was held by the Danish authorities as a 
suspicious character who might be wanted 
in the United States. His real name was 
ascertained to he Benson, and then, the 
story is, the officers of the Nevada Batik, 
who suffered to the tune of over $300,900 
by Benson's surveying operations, and who 
afterwards lost the $30,000 bail that Benson 
forfeited when he ran away, instructed 
their London agents to keep a watch on 
his movements, and through their vigi­ 
lance he was captured. 
The State Departm ent officials say that 
all the information in their possession is 
that the United States Minister at Copen­ 
hagen cabled to W ashington after Benson’s 
arrest to know if he was wanted upon any 
charge. 
This cablegram was referred to 
the Department of Justice, together with 
the information that no extradition treaty 
existed between Denmark and the United 
States upon which he could be compelled 
to return to America. 
Attorney-General 
Garland replied that Benson was wanted 
badly in San Francisco, and the State De­ 
partment, through our Minister at Copen­ 
hagen, was requested to ask the Danish 
Government if—as a matter of courtesy— 
Benson would be detained and surrendered 
to a duly accredited officer of the United 
States. The Danish Government decided 
to comply with this request. The Depart- 
r e n t of Justice notified the United States 
Court officials in San Francisco. Marshal 
Franks secured the necessary papers, and 
under the indorsement of the Department 
came to W ashington. 
He called upon 
Senator Hearst last evening and told the 
object of his mission. 


TOO MUCH CHIN MUSIC. 
Serious trouble may yet be caused by his 
prem ature revelations, and to-day Franks 
realizes that as there is no extradition be­ 
tween Denmark and the United States, and 
as Benson’s surrender by the 
Danish 
authorities is purely an act of courtesy, 
when the Marshal reaches New York with 
his prisoner, some of Benson’s friends may 
think it worth while to sue out a writ of 
habeas corpus in New York, or the Eastern 
port at which the culprit may arrive, and 
if Benson is not set tree he may secure a 
long delay before being taken to San Fran­ 
cisco for trial. 
It is possible he may decide not to take 
advantage of any legal technicalities and 
go home directly and stand a trial. To 
most Californians, a term in San Quentin 
would be preferable to exile in Denmark, 
but Marshal Franks’ loquacity has given 
Benson’s friends a chance to make a fight 
for him that could have been avoided had 
the Marshal held his tongue. 
Franks ex­ 
pects to sail for Liverpool next Saturday.

W a sh in g t o n, January 11th.—It is under­ 
stood the House Committee on Military 
Ailairs was ready to report to-day the reso­ 
lution of Representative Boutelle of Maine 
calling upon the Secretary of W ar for in­ 
formation with reference to the proposed 
surrender of the battle flags. Owing, how­ 
ever, to Boutelle’s temporary absence from 
the House, the report wa3 withheld. 
Boutelle said in an interview to-night 
that he understood ihe resolution would be 
reported favorably to-morrow, without m a­ 
terial change. 
The only am endm ent of 
importance is one which makes the resolu­ 
tion include cases where the flags of Union 
troops recaptured from the Confederates 
had been returned to regiments in the 
loyal States. This, Boutelle said, did not 
seem to him to have any hearing upon the 
return of dags to the defunct organizations 
of the Confederacy. 
Upon being asked whether it is true that 
flags were removed from the Ordnance 
Museum before the present Administration 
come into power, Mr. Boutelle replied that 
he understood such to be the case, but a 
mere change in the location of flags was a 
poor excuse for attempting to send these 
sacred relics to the South.

The receipts of California wines by Pa­ 
cific Mail and vessels direct are stated at 
1.310,813 gallons in 1887, as against 696,885 
gallons in 1886. 
The shipments have also 
increased. Receipts of California brandies 
by sea were 15 000 gallons larger iu 1887 
than during the preceding year, and the 
shipments by rail were 120,000 gallons iu 
excess of 1886.

The singular outcome of a libel suit 
against a prominent Kan Francisco daily 
journal is recorded. The paper in question 
last spring made certain statements attack­ 
ing the official integrity of one of the 
municipal officers of San Francisco. This 
statement was several times repeated, and 
certainly was libelous. The official know­ 
ing the charges to be without any founda­ 
tion whatever, waited until the public 
tnind no longer considered the subject, and 
then brought an action against the paper 
ior >>7o,0<K> damages. (In Friday last the 
matter was settled in this way: The pub­ 
lisher of the pajier, linding that he could 
not substantiate the charges, and that they 
should never have been uttered, author­ 
ized his attorney to make overtures for a 
settlement of the matter. The official 
upon being applied to, declared that he 
simply wished to be vindicated before the 
public, and did not seek “sweat money.” 
It was then agreed that the paper should 
publicly retract its statements, and admit 
its error, pay all the costs of the suit, and 
the fees of the plaintiff's attorneys, which 
done the plaintiff' would dismiss the ac­ 
tion. Os Monday last the Kxaminer ad­ 
mitted that it had wrongfully libeled Mr. 
Strother, on information given to it, that 
at the time it deemed reliable; but it had 
become satisfied that Mr. Strother was an 
honest man, and had honestly conducted 
the affairs of the Auditor’s office, and that 
he is entitled to the esteem and confidence 
of the people. It supplemented the retrac­ 
tion by paying into Court $300 for costs of 
suit, and by paying to the attorneys of Mr. 
Strother the sum of $2,000, wheieupon the 
latter dismissed the action. 
In the newspaper business, as in all 
other, it is a good rule to adopt, “ be sure 
you arc right, then go ahead.” Of course 
the newspaper man is liable to be deoeived 
by apparently trustworthy information, 
that subsequently proves to he wholly un­ 
reliable. But it is notable that eases are 
very rare, indeed, in which the journal 
with ordinary facilities for news-gathering, 
cannot ascertain readily the real facts 
before publishing. Generally the party 
assailed can be easily reached, and his de­ 
fense ascertained, or his explanation of 
facts that on their face look badly, he 
taken. The paper thus possessed of both 
sides of the story, can scarcely make a 
mistake, and at least, by giving both sides 
avoids any appearance of unfairness. 
But the central and chief lesson of the 
incident referred to is found in the over­ 
readiness of the sensational press to pub­ 
lish damaging statements concerning pub­ 
lic men. Upon this subject we commented 
the other day in referring to Mr. Town­ 
send's letter concerning cx-Postmaster- 
General Vilas. Thai gentleman, a man of 
irreproachable character, while in office 
was so fortunate as to become rich by a 
rise in real property in the West, in which 
he had invested. Thereupon certain of 
the partisan pres-, notable for its sensa­ 
tional character, jumped to the conclusion 
that Mr. \ ¡las had grown rich by pickings 
and stealings in office. The Albany Journal 
entered its protest against this disposition 
of certain of the press to suspect public 
men of dishonesty if they do not leave 
office out at the knees and with pockets 
inside out. The Rtx ord-Union seconded 
the protest. The sensational press of the 
country—mistaking a libelous course for 
enterprise—by indiscriminate onslaughts 
upon men in whom trust is reposed, or 
who aspire to official honors, has been 
for some 
time 
steadily 
educating 
the public into want of confidence in it 
It is not to lie denied that a considerable 
number of the newspapers of the day— 
fortunately growing less—mistake assault 
ujxvn character, the impuning of motives 
and indulgence in innuendojand suspicion, 
for criticism of policy and administration. 
The reading public—which is just as in­ 
telligent as the writing class, and as able 
to form just estimates—is not slow to dis­ 
cover that a uniform policy of assault effects 
nothing, and it comes very early to the 
conclusion to receive everything these 
scavengers of the press say of public men 
with S3 much of allowance that the credit 
of the newspaper expression, so far as they 
are concerned, is very much injured, and 
the honest and decent press suffers some­ 
what by association. 
We remember one of the most distin­ 
guished men of this const, who has filled 
important offices and is now in one of 
great responsibility, remarking, when tliis 
subject was under discussion, that he had 
in later years adopted the policy to take 
no concern about and make no reply to 
assaults upon his actions or motives, or 
upon his conduct in office, preferred by the 
sensational press. For he was convinced, 
he added, that the unscrupulous man who 
is behind a newspaper and makes it his 
business to assail and suspect, has an undue 
advantage in the fust place, and in the 
second, convinced of the rectitude of his 
course, and it having the approval of his 
conscience, he was content to let the people 
judge him regardless of assaults hv papers 
of the character referred to, and also con­ 
vinced that the great mass of the public 
held them at precisely their true value. 
There is in such expressions, which reflect 
the thought of most cool-headed men, 
enough of force to call the atten­ 
tion 
of 
the 
class 
of 
the 
press 
known as sensational, to the fact that un- 
discriminating assault and eager readiness 
to prefer charges and draw damaging con­ 
clusions upon them, tends to the destruc­ 
tion of whatever influence they expert and 
hope to exert. The best evidence of this 
is found in the fact that journals which 
scrupulously avoid hasty i-inclusions, and 
iudttlce in no assaults without examination 
to the point of conviction, are those, when 
they do attack, which the jieople receive 
and respect and place confidence in. hor- 
tunatcly this chiss of new spapers, under 
the discriminating judgment and induence 
of the thoughtful *«ibiic, is steadily aug­ 


menting in number and influence, precisely 
as the irresponsible and sensational class is 
declining in importance and in number. 
There is not, in fact, in existence to-day, a 
newspaper of any noteworthy influence 
which began its career upon the line of 
sensationalism and assault indicated, that 
was not driven by economic policy and 
the inevitable judgment of the public to 
abandon that course. It will be the same 
with every journal which adops the policy 
of indiscriminate assault upon the char­ 
acter and indulges in sensationalism— 
either that, or the decadence that ends in 
extinction.

‘•SETTLE IT NOW." 
Elsewhere in this issue we reprint from 
the New York Sun a thoughtful and for­ 
cible article upon the question of settling 
the issue between the Pacific railroads and 
the Federal Government, regarding the 
alleged indebtedness of the roads to the 
United .States. The advice of the Sun to 
Congress is to settle the question now and 
for all time. The reasons it advances are 
potent; whether its plan is the best is not 
now under consideration. 
As the New York paper points out, this 
question open, has been and is a fruitful 
field for the demagogue, and the ever-con- 
venient opportunity of the stock speculat­ 
ors and jobbers. They have unquestion­ 
ably labored industriously to keep the 
matter distant from settlement, lor the 
express purpose of affecting market values 
of the stock of the roads. The Sun goes so 
far as to charge that legislation has been 
dclayed, and a beating of tom-toms kept up 
in the press to the tune of “ a defrauded 
treasury,” in the interests of “a conspiracy” 
by these stock jobbers. Any further delay 
may give color to a suspicion that the 
legislative branch of the Government is a 
party to the scheme. That there is war­ 
rant lor such conclusion concerning the 
present Congress we do not believe, but 
that in the past the so-called “ railroad 
debt question ” has been a ridden goat in 
Congress with no intention of ending the 
spectacle, is not to lie questioned. 
The present temper of the people is in 
favor of settling this question speedily, 
and effectually. There is no evidence that 
they demand that any injustice shall he 
done to the transcontinental roads, or that 
the Government shall essay the role of a 
Shylock. 
The people are clearly real­ 
izing that the roads have suffered greatlvat 
the hands of the Government, and that the 
contract between them has not been kept 
on the part of the latter. 
It is beginning 
to he seen that in fact, after all the uproar 
about the debt, there is as yet no indebted­ 
ness due, according to the terms of the 
original contract. 
It has been asserted recently, as often, 
by the chief officials of one of these roads, 
that no one can put finger upon a single 
line of its contract with the Government, 
which the company has not kept to the 
letter and in the full spirit; that it has 
discharged every obligation imposed upon 
it, and paid every cent that in common 
justice it was bound to do. 
There has as 
yet arisen no one to join issue with it upon 
that statement, nor can it lie done success­ 
fully. 
Could the equities of the Central Pacific 
Railroad he exposed to the view of a 
tribunal jurisdictioually qualified to con­ 
sider them as against all possible obliga­ 
tions express or implied on the part of 
the road toward the Government, it is cer­ 
tain that the judgment such a Court must 
reach would absolutely make the Govern­ 
ment debtor to the company. 
However 
that assumption may be viewed, its officers 
have testified that it is entertained with 
earnestness and sincerity by the company. 
Where a party to an issue makes such a 
broad claim of equitable right, there is 
every reason to justify the pushing of the 
issue to a speedy and fair settlement. If 
Congress hastens that end, it will conform 
to the desires of the great mass of the 
American people. 


Governor Foraker. of Ohio, has a direct 
way of putting things.

words : “ Next after our obligation to God. 
it is our highest duty to take care of

The severe cold weather in the semi-

A n A p p eal F rom tlie D irectors o f 
P ro testa n t O rphan A sylu m . 
The Hoard of Directors of the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum request that the public be 
informed that there is need of assistance at 
the Asylum, owing to an epidemic of 
measles having broken out in that benevo­ 
lent institution. The funds of the Asylum 
received from the State and private charity 
just about meet current expenses. There 
are now thirty-two cases of developed 
measles among the one hundred and fifty 
children of the Asylum, and it is feared 
that they will nearly all be taken with the 
disease, as there is no hospital attached to the 
refuge where the sick ran be separated from 
the others. On Sunday there were twenty- 
cases, and because the sleeping- 
were 
not 
fitted 
with 
stoves 
ail these 
sick 
children 
had 
to 
be 
placed 
in 
one 
insufficient 
room. 
However stoves were speedily procured, 
and now the sick ones are made compara­ 
tively comfortable. Special nurses have 
been employed, and the childreen have 
good care, 
llut the Directors would grate­ 
fully receive bedding, beds, clothing, deli­ 
cacies for the sick, underclothing, and, in­ 
deed, any thing—money included—that will 
aid them to meet the expenses and needs 
of this emergency. 


A re T h ey N ot P ro secu ted ? 
Not long since a Mrs. Fay, who keeps a 
low beer dive on Second street, near S, 
which is the rendezvous of a num ber of 
degraded men and women, was arrested on 
complaint of Mrs. Hridget Plunkett, who 
owns property in the vicinity, and who 
wants the nuisance abated, and'who prefers 
a charge of selling liquor without a license. 
When tlie case came on for hearing in the 
Police Court, there having been no effort 
made by tbs ptoper officials to collect evi­ 
dence, tbe defendant was discharged for 
want of prosecution. 
Mrs. Plunkett hav­ 
ing lost faith in the efficiency of the police 
department to regulate order in the city, 
yesterday appeared before Justice of the 
Peace G. G. Davis, and swore to a com­ 
plaint charging Mrs. Fay 
with selling 
liquor w ithout a license, contrary to the 
intent of Ordinance No. 9 of the Board of 
Supervisors. This tim e the witnesses will 
be subpenaed, and the case prosecuted, as 
it should be. 
In this connection it would 
be well for the police to keep an eye on 
certain saloons on the edge of the city on 
any fine Sunday afternoon. Some of these 
saloon-keepers are in the habit of, and one 
is known positively to have sold intoxicat­ 
ing liquors to minors. Such places should 
be under the strict surveillance of the po­ 
lice. and tbe proprietors prosecuted to the 
fullest extent of the law. It is presumed, 
however, that nothing will be done in the 
matter, on account of the nearness of the 
spring election. Kach saloon-keeper has a 
vote, and.some of them a ” political pull,” 
and the police are very careful not to injure 
their opportunities by making arrests that 
might effect their chances of re-election. 


VACCINATION. 


City Im p ro v em en ts. 
A m arked spirit for m aking improve, 
ments is becoming manifest on all sides in 
this city, and this should be fostered by 
?y property-bolder and well-wisher of 
the place. The efforts of the City Im prove­ 
m ent Association have already been strong­ 
ly felt for good, and as the present unusu­ 
ally cold weather passes oil, renewed activ­ 
ity will be put forth by tbe several comm it­ 
tees of the society to accomplish far more 
the approaching spring than lies thus far 
been attempted. An ordinance has been 
prepared, and 
ii 
is 
understood will 
be introduced by Mayor Gregory next 
Monday for consideration and passage 
bv tin* Board of Trustees, requiring that 
all sidewalks hereafter put down on the 
leading business streets shall be of artificial 
stone, and that awnings erected in future 
upon the same streets shall be of the self­ 
supporting pattern, not having any posts 
extending to the outer edge of the walk. 
An organized effort to get shade trees set 
out wherever there are none at present 
along the resident streets of the city will be 
put forth from now until spring, and all 
residents should aid this work all in their 
power, as it will not only increase the 
value 
of property adjoining, but add 
greatly to the beauty and attractiveness of 
the city. 
Let each owner of a lot that is 
not already properly fronted with trees im ­ 
mediately constitute himself or herself a 
committee of one to aid on the good work 
by having shade trees planted during Jan­ 
uary and February, and the sooner the bet­ 
ter.

T h e O nly I’rotection W e H ave A gain st 
th e D read D isea se S m all-p ox. 
A reporter of the R ecord-Umox called 
on Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, last evening, to inquire 
about the small-pox. The doctor started in 
by saving: “ Well, we have no case in Sac­ 
ram ento so far, and the vigilance of the 
officers is such, that it will be impossible if 
a case does come here for it to spread. In 
Sierra one death Í3 reported on Tuesday. 
One case is reported from Dunsmuir, in 
Siskiyou county. A case is also reported 
from Red Bluff. 
It is rumored that they 
have a case at Oroville, in Butte county. 
The individual reported from Elm ira is 
dead, and no other case is reported from 
that locality. A case is reported from Clo- 
verdale, hut it lias been properly quaran­ 
tined. My attention has been called to an 
article in an evening paper of tc-day, which 
is leaded, and reads as follows : 
It has been and is the custom to advise peo­ 
ple. whenever there is any trace of small-iiox 
in the vicinity, to im m ediately get vaccinated. 
The w riter was conversing the other day with 
one of the most em inent surgeons and phys­ 
icians in this .State, and asked him his candid 
and honest opinion of vaccination, liis answer 
was that it was a fraud and an imposition ; that 
it had no more effect in preventing or keeping 
away small-pox than would be the injection of 
a little cold water. 
"B u t,” asked tlie writer, “ you vaccinate peo­ 
ple, do you not ?” 
“ Why, certainly I do, for people w ant it, e.nd 
I get 8? 5Ci for every one I vaccinate. If they 
w ant it I give it to them .'' 
“ And you do not believe in it. then ?" asked 
the writer. 
“ I do not. I t is a hallucination,” was the 
reply. 
” Xow," said tbe doctor, ” the individual 
who made that statement is a consummate 
ass. lie certainly lias read but little, and 
knows 
nothing of the disease about 
which he is talking. 
Such publications 
are calculated to do great harm . Here is 
an article I would like to have you read 
and also publish.” It is as follows : 
Forty-live millions of people died Irom sm all­ 
pox in the century preceding vaccination, w ith­ 
out taking into account those who recovered 
and were disfigured for life or aiilieted w ith 
blindness as it- direct result. Two m illions per­ 
ished in the UusHau Empire in a single year. 
According to Dr. I.ettison, 210,000 fell annual 
victim s to it on the Continent of Europe. The 
yearly m ortality in England was over 15,000; 
cities were decim ated, villages deserted and 
arm ies disbanded by its means. 
This is w hat small-pox has done in the past. 
No doubt its m alignancy was aggravated and 
its m ortality increase! by im proper modes of 
treatm ent and also by ignorance of hygienic 
laws. But, nevertheless, w henever small-pox 
h a s an opportunity, even at the present day, to 
m anifest itself unchecked, it has shown nearly 
tlie same venom and deadliness w hich have 
always characterized it. 


HOW TH E DISEASE SPREADS. 
The modes by which the contagion is spread 
are various. The best-known one is, o f course, 
th at ot personal contact w ith an individual suf­ 
fering irom small-pox. IVrsons not them selves 
liable to the disease m ay com m unicate it lo 
others by carrying tlie contagion in th eir cloth­ 
ing. The air in the neighborhood becomes in­ 
fected by it, and sometimes com m unicates it for 
an almost 
incredible distance. 
Houses b e -; 
come infected with the germs of the disease, 
and can only become disinfected by burning 
the bedding, repapcriug tlie walls and subject­ 
ing the entire house to a process of thorough 
cleaning. Persons in the incipient stage of 
-mall-pox. and sometimes even in the convales­ 
cent stage, m ake their appearance in public, 
and the disease is thus com m unicated to m any. 
A'ot infrequently sm all-pox occurs in a family, 
the members of which, not w ishing to become 
subjects of terror to tlie com m unity, suppress 
tlie fact, while they them selves come and go as 
usual, carrying infection w ith them ; and sud­ 
denly that neighborhood i- visited by a serious 
smaff-pox epidemic. 


t h e v a c c in a t io n t h e o r y . 
Tlie theory in regard to vaccination is that 
tlie disease in a m ild form takes hold of the sys­ 
tem, and either com pletely or partially destroys 
the liability to contract the same disease in the 
future. If the destruction is only partial, it can 
be m ade total by future vac-einutions. All au­ 
thorities agree that it is necessary to revacci- 
nate frequently—just as often, in fact, as the sys­ 
tem shows itself in readiness to receive the vac­ 
cinations. 
Then as often as once in live or seven years 
vaccination should be repeated in order to ob­ 
tain complete im m unity irom small-pox. 
Tlie slatistics of every sm all-pox epidem ic 
show that the m ortality of the disease is in in­ 
verse ratio to the num ber of lim es w hich the in­ 
dividual attacked has been vaccinated. We aie 
told that the danger from small-pox is greatest 
to children, while in the ease of vaccination the 
danger from small-pox increases with years 
This is only true when the effect of vacciiiation 
w ears aw ay and the i»ersou is not revaccinated. 
It lias, therefore, been dem onstrated by tlie ex­ 
perience of m any years that vaccination is 
necessary, am i that it one would secure perfect 
im m unity from sm all-poxhe must be vaccinated 
as often as once in live or seven years. 


d e c r e a s e o f m o r t a l it y . 
Vaccination was recognized by law in Eng­ 
land in 1840, and becam e compulsory in 1851!. 
The m ortality statistics from isa»to 187s show a 
steady decrease of deaths irom sm all-pox—from 
571 to every ] ,000.000 to 97 to the same number. 
The follow ing table, extracted f om the work of 
Dr. K. C. Seat mi. Medical Inspector o f the Privy 
Council of England, shows tlie average num ber 
of yearly deaths from small-pox in London for 
i 
ieriods of te i years, from 1751 to 1801:

This rem arkable dim inution eaa be attributed 
to no other cause than, first, the ado j it ion of 
inoculation, and more recently of vaccination. 


P. EM A R K A B LE 1 ONTK A STS. 
From lsoo to 1x51 one in every three of the 
boys adm itted to the Koval M ilitary Asylum at 
Chelsea, Eng., bore the m arks of sm allpox. 
Bui after vaccination had become compulsory, 
only one child in forty of the same class had 
had the same disease. 
During tlie Fianco-Prussian w ar 23,000 uu- 
vaeeinated French soldiers died In an epidemic 
of small-pox. .The generally vaccii ated Prus­ 
sian arm y, though larger than the French and 
as frequently exposed, lost only 250 persons. In 
the whole Prussian arm y, for twenty years, there 
have been only four fatal cases of small-pox 
among the vaccinated. 
Duriug the small-pox epidem ic in London in 
1803. the following statistics were obtained : Of 
50,000 school children, 300 out of every 1,000. 
th at is, 30 per cent, of those who had not been 
vaccinated, suffered from small-pox. Of those 
wlio had lieeu vaccinated, an average ot 1.78 
were aiilieted w ith the disease; w hile a p e rtc t 
vaccination, showing four or m ere cicatrices, 
reduced thejaverage to 0.62 per thousand. 


D E A T H S AMONG V ACCINA TED AND V N V A C C !SA TE D . 
From tlie study of more than 15,000 eases in 
the London Small-pox Hospital at the same 
period, it was found that while tlie unvaeci- 
nated died at the rate of 37 per cent., the inor- 
lality among tlie vaccinated was only 6;., per 
cent. 
Again, in Ireland, vaccination was m adecom - 
pulsory in 1803. and all children born after 
January 1.1884. w ere required to be vneclnated 
w ithin six moDtlis after birth. The effects upon 
sinall-pox m ortality were striking and uimiis 
takab e. Whereas, in the periods of 1830-10. 
1 S40-50 and 1850-60, the respective average m or­ 
talities Irom smali-pox had been 5,800, 3,-27 and 
1.272: in tlie years 1S64-05-66-67-6.S they were 864, 
317, 187. 20 and 19. respectively, 
lii the first 
piartero f 1869 there were only three deaths, 
an d in the second quarter none. 


R F8V 1.T O F P E R F E C T VACCINA TION. 
While vaccination is a preventive to a degree, 
it must be perfect to exercise its greatest pre­ 
ventive influence, and Ihea the deaths from 
smallqtox are I lit little more than 1 per cent. 
But even im perfect vaccination i- better pro­ 
tection against sm all-pox than small [ox itself: 
for. as will lie s -on by tlie table just given, of 
those who have l>ecn vaccinated once only, less 
than S per cent. died, while 19 per cent, of those 
who had previously had sm all [ox found 
second attack fatal. 
Probably now here is vaccination practiced 
with so m uch rigor as in our own navy. There 
if anywhere, the system is perfect. The follow­ 
ing is rakeii from the annual report of the Seerc 
la ry o f the Navy for 1880: “ The care taken to 
proteet sailors from small-pox by vaccination 
results undoubtedly in incalculable advantage, 
and it m ight tie said has almost completely 
stamped this decease out of tlie navy. The 
cases reported were 7 in num ber, or 1.01 per 
1.000, occurring in infected ports.'' Thus we see 
that the lowest percentage yet, am ounting to 0.4. 
is the result of a perfect system of vaccination.

T he Q ueztlon of Indebtedueaa and the 
A dvice to Settle It. 
[New York Sun, January 2d ] 
Three years ago, at the beginning of the 
second session of the Forty-eighth Con­ 
gress, wc advised the Democratic majority 
in the House to clear the decks for the in­ 
coming Democratic Administration so far, 
at least, as one disturbing question was con­ 
cerned, by the passage of some reasonable 
bill which should make a tiuai settlement 
of the confused arid unsatisfactory relations 
existing between the Government and the 
Pacilic roads. 
Among the evils which we at that time 
pointed out as certain lo ensue from the 
continuance of existing conditions was the 
use to which speculators, jobbers, and black­ 
mailers in the street anu in Congress, and 
such corrupt newspapers as tbe New York 
World, would put the law-making power 
for stock gambling purposes. We said then 
that so long as the question remained open 
and the value of the Paoidc railroad stocks 
was dependent upon the chances of legisla­ 
tion and the caprice oí Congress, there 
would be such temptations to Congressmen 
to make corrupt use of their oflicia! trust 
as would some time end in ruinous scan­ 
dals. 
In proof of tbe correctness of the position 
then taken is the fact that 3t each session 
of Congress since that time reports have 
been freely circulated that Congressmen 
were long or short oí Cnion Pacific, which 
they had bought or sold on the strength of 
what they knew about the chances for leg­ 
islation. 
Xow, the num ber of speculative 
Congressmen may be small, but one thing 
is certain, that conditions which olfer 
temptations to these few necessarily cast 
suspicion upon all. 
The possession of 
power to affect m arket values is extremely 
dangerous : sometimes to characters, often 
to reputations. 
The retention of 
that 
power a moment longer than is manifestly 
required by the public good only strength­ 
ens tbe suspicion of improper motives. 
Contrary to the urgent advice of every de­ 
partment officer who has hud anything to 
do with the question, and to the suggestion 
of the President in his message a year ago. 
Congress has upon various pretexts post­ 
poned this settlement until now. It should 
uot longer be delayed. 
The inside history of the conspiracy 
which has so far defeated any action by 
Congress has not yet been written. W hen 
it is, it will appear that all the apparent 
solicitude for the defrauded Treasury and 
all the indignation against the grasping 
monopolies with which certain newspapers 
have been lilting their columns for the past 
two <>r three years had their origin in a 
knot of W all-street speculators, whose sole 
interest in the matter was to depress the 
p:icc of the stock. The ramifications of 
this conspiracy included several newspa­ 
pers, the World the chief among them, pos­ 
sibly a Congressman or two, and a consid­ 
erable rifl-raif of nomadic persons who live 
by their wits. They defeated the consider­ 
ation of the Outhwaite funding hill at the 
last session by clamoring for an investiga­ 
tion as a condition precedent to any legis- 
tion. 
The investigation was ordered, and its 
results, in the form of two reports, were 
published in the Sun ou Saturday. In the 
examination of witnesses the Commis­ 
sioners discovered nothing that was not 
before known ; nothing that can furnish 
the siichest pretext for further postpone­ 
ment of decisive action. The majority of 
the Commission recommend -a definite and 
practicable plan of settlement, while tlie 
Chairman—whose appointment does not 
seem to have been a fortunate one- has 
submitted a cranky document filled with 
anti-monopolistic rant against corporations 
generally and the l ’acitic roads in particu­ 
lar, and recommending nothing practicable 
or comprehensible. 
W hat Congress should do, now that it 
has all the farts before it. is to take hold of 
the rua ter seriously, and settle the question 
without delay.

Coplea or til© New W« st-Bouud TaritF 
Received—E tc. 
Authorized copies of the new west-bound 
freight tariff, presenting the rates to rule 
under ihe regime of the Transcontinental 
Association, were received yesterday. They 
are exactly in accordance with thosa pub­ 
lished in December last, but give the de­ 
tailed rates to interior points. It lias been 
definitely settled that all the new rates go 
into effect on tbe 16tb instant, the Texas 
and Pacific, though up to the present de­ 
clining to become a member of tbe associ­ 
ation, having agree to m aintrin the associ­ 
ation's rates. Tbe new tariff shows a very 
considerable advance on that now in effect, 
tbe increase ranging from 10 to 35 per cent. 
The Canadian Pacific differentials are tbe 
same as those ruling on tbe east-bound 
business, and will give the northern road 
a very fair show to obtain freight on low- 
grade goods from tbe East. A difference of 
30 cents per 100 pounds means a saving of 
Í0O on a car-load, and this is not to be dis­ 
regarded when the profit on ibe cargo hap­ 
pens to be small.

Dr. Ernest Schmidt, Treasurer of the 
Anarchist Defense Committee at Chicago, 
is out in a bitter denunciation of the citi­ 
zens and police of that city. 
An epidemic has broken out among the 
Indians at Poplar River Agency, Montana. 
Doctors pronounce it erysipelas, and conta­ 
gious. About twenty have died at Wolf 
Point. Tbe cause is close confinement and 
bad ventilation. 
Tbe son of Attorney-General Garland 
and the son of Senator Jones, of Arkansas, 
fought a duel with fists on Sunday morning 
last. The cautu-3 belli was a young lady to 
whom both have been paying attention. 
Garland got tbe worst of the “ scrap.'' 
Miss Dottle, aged 19 years, was about to 
be buried recently in New York, having to 
all appearances died. Just before the fu­ 
neral her mother screamed when taken 
away from the coffin, which seemed to 
arouse the girl, for she opened her eyes 
and sat tip in the coffin. She is now get­ 
ting well. 
A California correspondent of the New 
York Herald states that a foreign syndicate 
is operating in the Hum boldt redwood dis­ 
trict, and that it has already gobbled up 
64.0116 acres of the finest redwood forests in 
the world. 
The syndicate is composed 
largely of Scotch capitalists, and is known 
as the California Redwood Company, with 
the chief office at San Francisco. 
A story is afloat concerning the disap­ 
pearance of Mine. Berger, formerly Mrs. 
Labaner. the millionaire daughter ol Com­ 
modore Vanderbilt. She went to Boston 
ill, the story goes, and soon fell into the 
hands of faith-healers and spiritualists, 
who worked upon her feelings so that, it is 
said, she often gave away as much as $1,000 
at one sitting. Now she is gone, and they 
are anxious to find her. 


M ore V ineyards W anted. 
Chief Viticultural Officer Wheeler has 
made an estimate that, to supply the in­ 
creasing demands for California wine in 
this State and the East, it will require the 
addition of 10,000 acres of wine grapes an­ 
nually, to the acreage of the State. 
“ I think that it will not be long before 
there is another general movement to plant 
wine vineyards. At least, 1 trust that it 
will not. and, if figures about the consump­ 
tion are worth anything, a vine-planling 
revival seems assured. The acreage iii 
wine grapes has not increased rapidly dur­ 
ing the last three or four years, and in the 
past three years the plantings have not 
been anywhere equal to those of the pre­ 
ceding three years. 
Raisin producing is 
attracting much attention, and a greater 
acreage w ill be added this year than ever 
before. California raisins will eventually 
supplant tbe imported. 
" It is easy enough to predict a revival 
in the wine business. 
During the year 
1887 California exported by sea and rail 
6.421,491 gallons of wine, while in lssij the 
exports were 5,217,246 gallons. This shows 
a growth in exports of over 1,200,000 
gallons, and I think I am justified iu sup­ 
posing that the annual growth hereafter 
will be as great, for the demand in the East 
is growing at a rapid rate. The increase in 
home consumption I place at 800,000 gal­ 
lons annually. 
“ Of late the vineyards in the State ha e 
not averaged over one and a half ton of 
grapes to the acre. 
In the year 1886 X pa 
county vineyards did uot go over two tons 
to the acre. 
Taking this as a guide, an 
estimate of tlie annual vineyard acreage 
can be formed. 
It takes s.OOn tons to make 
a million gallons ol wine. To produce the 
annual increase of two million gallons will 
therefore require 16,000 tons of grapes, or 
an area of S,0OO acres. 
We are losing 
through the town builders, raisin-grape 
grafting, phyloxera and other diseases, the 
product of 2,000 acres of vines every j ear. 
An additional 10,000 acres annually is 
therefore necessary. 
" Í think, on the whole, there is too much 
exaggeration about the products of wine 
vineyards, but tbe business, il properly 
conducted, assures a steady incom e.''—N F. 
l'oit.
